ARTICUE  1,  To  choose  by  ballot  to  serve  for  five  years: 
one  member   of  Board  of  Adjustment,  to  serve  for  three 
years;  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  one 
Library  Trustee,  one  Fire  Ward,  two  members   of  Recrea- 
tion Commission,  to  serve  for  two  years;  one  auditor, 
to  serve  for  one  year;  one  Highway  Agent  and  one  Select- 
man.

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REPORT  OF  TH^  E^IFIELD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Cons <=:rvat ion  Commission  held  regular  monthly  meetings 
during  1975 • 

Kayc  Mirski  and  Olivenc  Cummings  were  reappointed  to  the 
board  and  the  board  was  proud  to  welcome  Franz  Strandberg 
and  John  Nicholls  as  new  members. 

The  Commission  met  with  the  Planning  Board,  Recreation 
Commission,  Selectmen  and  ^ish  and  Game  Department  on 
several  occassions  to  discuss  and  co-ordinate  the  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Shaker  Mt.  Conservation  District  Class 
VI  Roads  and  other  matters  pertinent  to  the  commission. 
The  Commission  also  made  periodic  checks  on  the  fire  pro- 
tection and  road  construction  at  the  Eastman  Development  as 
stipulated  in  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  Decision.  In 
addition,  dredge  and  fill  permits  were  processed.  Scenic 
and  Class  Vi  permits  issued  and  maps  of  Enfield  obtained 
and  coded. 

The  Commission  donated  $500«00  for  the  ongoing  soil  survey, 
purchased  and  erected  a  Scenic  Road  sign  for  the  Ibey  Road 
and  purchased  maps  of  the  area  for  future  use  and  reference. 
Many  hours  were  spent  in  discovering  and  cataloging  the 
dirt  roads  in  Enfield  for  possible  Scenic  Road  designation 
sometime  in  the  future.  The  Commission  looks  forward  to  a 
year  of  continued  good  working  relations  with  the  other  town 
boards  and  officials,  to  the  arduous  task  of  mapping 
Enfield's  wet  lands  and  to  helping  any  citizen  interested 
in  Scenic  Road  designation,  conservation  easements  and  usage 
of  our  already  established  Class  VI  Recreational  Roads. 
Suggestions  a  nd  support  from  Enfield  residents  will  be 
most  welcome.

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REPORT  OF  im 

ENFIELD  PLANNING  BOARD 

1975 


1975  marked  the  first  full  year  of  administration  of  the 
Enfield  Subdivision  Regulations  adopted  in  October  197U. 
During  the  year  the  Planning  Board  held  27  regular  meetings, 

17  public  hearings  and  acted  on  lU  applications  for  subdivision 
approval*  In  addition  to  processing  applications  for  sub- 
division approval,  other  major  programs  were  the  qualifying 
of  the  Tovm  of  Enfield  under  the  National  Flood  Insurance 
Program  and  the  continuation  of  the  Soil  Survey  Pronram. 
The  Flood  Insurance  Program  activity  involved  the  prepara- 
tion of  a  Building  Code,  the  holding  of  two  public  hearings, 
preparation  of  a  special  flood  hazard  area  map  and  submission 
of  6  warrant  articles  to  Tovm  Meeting.  Following  approval  of 
all  the  articles  by  the  voters  at  Town  Meeting,  t^.e   necessary 
application  papers  were  prepared  and  filed  and  effective 
19  June  Enfield  was  notified  of  its  acceptance  into  the 
program.   Based  on  its  ovm  studies,  the  Planning  Board  filed 
with  the  Federal  Flood  Instirance  Program  Administrator  an 
appeal  from  the  oriqinal  Flood  Hazard  Area  Map  published  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  As  a  result, 
H.^'.D.  had  a  special  engineering  study  carried  out  (at  no  cost 
to  the  town)  which  resulted  in  a  new  map  very  similar  to  the 
one  prepared  by  the  Planning  ^oard  and  used  to  dociiment  our 
appeal.  The  new  map  was  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  has 
been  submitted  to  H.U.D,  by  the  engineering  firm  for  adoption. 
If  approved  b^'  H.U.D. ,  administration  of  th'^  Flood  Insurance 
Program  will  be  greatly  facilitated. 

Under  Phase  II  of  the  Soil  Survey  Program,  an  additional  ^DOO 
acres  of  Enfield  has  been  completed.  As  of  the  present  date 
approximately  S^%   of  the  area  of  Enfield  has  been  covered. 
This  information  is  essential  to  the  production  of  meaningful 
lono  range  plan  of  development  for  Enfield  as  well  as  assisting 
in  evaluating  subdivision  nroposals  from  the  standpoint  of 
suitability  for  building  purposes.  Part  of  Phase  IT  includes  the 
preparation  by  the  ^^.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Soil  Conservatior 
Service  of  a  SqU  Map  of  Enfield  incorporating  all  of  the  survey 
informat'on  so  far  developed.   This  should  be  completed  early 
in  1976.   Depending  unon  the  availability  o"^  U.S.  Soil  Conservatior 
Service  manoower,  additional  areas  will  be  S'^lected  for  survey 

in  1976  as  oart  of  a  continuina  pronram. 

°hase  IT  of  the  5'.treet  Sinn  Project  was  partially  comoleted  in 
that  the  eleven  street  s'gns  were  received  but  cannot  be 
installed  until  spring  weather  permits.   Installation  of  these. 
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along  with  another  group  of  eleven  signs  ordered  for  delivery 
in  1976,  will  essentially  complete  the  project. 
Considerable  effort  was  expended  in  the  matter  of  proposed 
State  Land  Use  legislation.  The  chairman  of  the  Planning  Board 
testified  at  the  piiblic  hearing  before  the  House  Agriculture 
Committee  in  opposition  to  H.B.  ^19  which  would  have  imposed 
impossible  administrative  burdens  on  the  community  and  essen- 
tially eliminated  local  control.  The  bill  was  killed  in  the 
Legislature. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Upper  Valley/Lake  Sunapee  Council, 
initial  steps  have  been  taken  to  set  up  a  program  leading  to 
the  preparation  of  an  updated  Master  Plan,  There  will  be  a  large 
element  of  citizen  participation  sought  in  this  program  so  that 
the  ultimate  plan  will  be  as  representative  as  possible  of  the 
desires  of  the  citizens  of  Enfield  relative  to  planned  growth 
of  tl^  town. 

Along  with  routine  administration  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations 
and  continuation  of  the  soil  survey  work,  the  major  Planning 
Board  activity  in  1976  will  be  the  development  of  the  Master 
Plan.

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REPORT  OF  ENFIELD  BICENTENNIAL  COMITTEE 


Enfield  became  an  official  Bicentennial  town  November 
9,  1975*  As  we  look  to  America's  Bicentennial,  Enfield 
is  looking  forward  to  helping  her  celebrate.  On  July 
h,   1976  Enfield  will  be  215  years  old.  It  was  first 
chartered  July  k,   1761, 

As  part  of  this  year's  celebration,  Enfield  will  have 
a  limited  edition  Bicentennial  plate  honoring  the 
Shakers  and  their  part  in  the  progress  and  growth  of 
the  town.  In  the  iSUO's,  1/8  of  the  town's  taxes  were 
paid  by  the  Shakers.  The  fact  will  ever  remain  that 
they  bettered  the  world  and  humanity  in  having  lived. 
During  the  summer  of  1976,  there  will  be  a  three  month 
Shaker  Museum  exhibit.  Also,  there  will  be  Shaker 
dinners  for  "The  World  People"  sponsored  by  Enfield's 
Bicentennial  Committee  with  the  help  of  Montcalm 
Grange . 

As  a  lasting  tribute  to  the  Bicentennial,  a  split 
granite  fence  with  iron  railings  will  be  put  around 
the  corner  of  Huse  Park.  It  will  be  landscaped  and 
made  into  a  picturesque  spot  with  benches,  shade  trees 
and  a  Huse  Memorial  Archway.  The  antique  granite  posts 
have  been  donated  by  the  Paul  Korpela  family.  Funds 
for  the  railings  and  the  rest  of  the  work  will  come 
from  private  donati-^ns,  funds  voted  by  the  townspeople, 
and  State  and  Federal  Grants, 

The  weekend  of  the  third  and  Fourth  of  July,  we  will 
have  Old  Home  Days,  Alumni  Parade  and  Dance,  various 
church  services  in  period  costumes,  and  a  Shaker 
dinner  with  all  organizations,  townspeople  and  visitors 
participating. 

Vie  are  also  proud  to  be  a  part  of  the  great  State  of 
New  Hampshire.  She  was  the  first  of  the  states  to 
declare  her  independence.  This  was  in  January  1116* 
New  Hampshire  was  the  first  state  to  adopt  her  own 
constitution.  She  was  the  ninth  and  deciding  state 
to  accept  the  Federal  constitution.  This  act  bound 
the  original  13  States  together  as  a  republic.

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REPORT  OF  FIFIELD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
FOR  197^ 


Once  more  it  is  my  privilege  to  bring  you  up-to-date 
on  the  happenings  of  your  library.  It  has  been  a  busy 
year,  but  it  is  nice  to  see  iaprovement  in  both  books 
and  readers'  interest. 

Our  circulation  for  the  entire  year  totals  over  12,000 
books,  or  an  average  of  over  1,000  a  month.  This  covers 
both  fiction  and  non-fiction.  Besides  it  covers  not 
only  our  own  but  the  Bookmobile  has  come  three  times 
this  year  and  has  left  us  l^UOl;  books  in  addition  to 
other  specf ic  ones  requested  and  received  from  Head- 
quarters in  Concord. 

We  have  received  gifts  of  a  number  of  hooks  in  various 
categories.  Among  these  are  some  from  Mr.  Wilson 
Roberts — a  former  Enfield  citizen.  There  have  also 
been  gifts  of  money  which  have  been  greatly  appreciated 
and  have  enabled  us  to  not  only  complete  the  furnishings 
of  our  new  "Adult"  room  with  rug,  lights,  window  shades 
and  drapes,  but  also  augmented  our  book  budget  to 
-purchase  a  new  Bicentennial  set  of  encyclopedias. 
Our  kindergarten  has  been  coming  to  our  library  each 
VIednesday  morning  to  introduce  the  boys  and  girls  to 
a  "book  home" — what  makes  a  book,  what  a  library  is, 
how  and  where  to  find  a  wanted  one  and  thef  procedure 
in  borrowing — then  the  story  hour,  and  their  choosing 
a  book  to  take  home  for  a  week.  Their  own  room  includes 
both  picture  books  and  easy  reading  ones,  their  children's 
records,  as  well  as  small  tables  and  chairs  for  their 
comfort.  Many  even  three-year  olds  are  bringing  parents 
to  show  them  their  room,  and  what  they  have  learned. 
Our  study  section  is  busier  now  than  in  the  past 
allovring  them  to  use  material  unavailable  at  home  or 
school.  If  our  resources  are  not  adequate  we  again 
are  allowed  to  borrow  from  the  State  as  we  are  a  State 
Affiliated  Library. 

VJe  are  working  even  closer  with  the  Enfield  Elementary 
School  by  having  joint  meetings  with  the  principal, 
their  librarian  and  the  kindergarten  teachers. 
Among  other  things  we  are  in  the  process  of  allowing 
(with  parental  permission)  the  bus  pupils  to  visit  our 
library  prior  to  the  close  of  school,  when  whatever 
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they  need  or  want  is  not  available  in  their  own 

building.   This  permits  ALL  boys  and  girls  the  use  of 

these  facilities. 

Last  year  in  January  we  received  an  award  of  merit — a 

certification  from  the  Statewide  Library  Commission 

for  having  fulfilled  all  their  requirements  for  a 

State  Affiliated  Library.   This  was  a  state -wide  project 

and  we  were  happy  to  be  among  the  very  few  who  were 

eligible  for  the  award. 

The  co-ordinator  from  the  State  Library  visited  us 

recently.  She  was  greatly  surprised  at  our  growth 

in  size,  physical  divisions  and  adaptability  for  the 

children.   She  complimented  us  highly  and  offered  any 

help  we  might  need  in  the  future.  Very  recently  a 

representative  from  the  State  Office  called  on  us  and 

we  made  plans  for  some  extra  film  aids. 

Vie  have  another  department.  VJe  are  able  to  furnish 

"inter-library  loan"  cards  to  any  town  citizen  in  good 

standing  who  requests  one.   This  will  enable  him  or 

her  to  borrow  books  from  any  of  the  affiliated  libraries 

in  the  state. 

Our  New  Book  Section  has  many  of  the  new  outstanding 

writings  in  all  departments.  It  is  our  aim  in  1976  to 

have  numbers  of  our  citizens  visit  us,  even  if  just  to 

look  around  and  feel  you  have  a  part  in  it,  because  some 

of  your  tax  money  helps  to  support  it. 

We  are  looking  forvrard  to  seeing  you.

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MSCOM  AREA  HEALTH  COUNCIL 
Simmary  of  Services  for  Town  Reports 
January  1,  1975  to  December  31,  1975 


The  Council  begins  its  eighth  year  of  service  to  Canaan, 
Enfield,  Grafton  and  Orange,  and  its  second  year  of  service 
to  Dorchester,  which  joined  in  1975-  Serving  a  population 
of  about  5>500  in  an  area  cover inq  200  square  miles,  the 
Council's  two  nurses  (each  working  half  time)  provide 
nursing  service  in  the  home  and  a  complete  health  pro- 
motion and  disease  prevention  and  control  program  to  the 
five  communities.  During  the  year  1975  they  made  a  total 
of  1,700  visits  to  area  residents. 

The  free  Well  Child  Conferences  are  now  serving  230  pre- 
schoolers. Under  this  program  each  child  regularly  receives 
a  full  physical  exam,  all  necessary  immuniations,  blood 
tests  and  tests  for  vision  and  hearing.  Parents  are  seen 
with  the  children,  problems  are  discussed,  and  if  necessary 
the  child  is  referred  for  further  treatment.  The  Council's 
nurses  make  fallow  up  visits  when  necessary.  The  Council 
is  also  under  contract  to  supervise  the  health  of  the  children 
in  the  Headstart  Program,  and  for  any  child  who  cannot  see 
a  private  physician,  it  provides  the  physical  exam  and  vision 
and  hearing  tests  required  for  entrance  to  First  Grade  or 
Kindergarten. 

Preventative  dentistry  counselling  is  given  parents  and 
children,  and  free  dental  clinics  arc  at  present  offered 
every  six  months  to  all  children  aged  3  to  6  years  who  are 
already  enrolled  in  the  Well  Child  Clinics.  ,  Hygenists  and 
equiDment  are  furnished  by  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
and  some  funds  needed  for  after  care  are  available  from 
time  to  time  for  children  aged  3  to  5  in  this  program. 
Nutritionists  are  available  at  each  clinic,  and  are  also 
available  to  adults  needing  help  on  dietary  matter.  Advice 
on  family  planning  is  available  from  the  nurses  and  from 
Planned  Parenthood  in  Lebanon. 

Over  the  past  several  years  the  Council  has  sponsored  three 
free  "pap"  test  clinics  (with  the  American  Cancer  Society); 
and  it  has  also  sponsored  two  Adult  Health  Screening  Clinics, 
the  last  of  which  was  offered  this  year  with  substantial 
help  from  the  Enfield  Lions  Club. 

The  Council  derives  its  support  from  the  five  towns  served, 
each  of  which  contributes  annually  on  the  basis  of  its 
population,  and  from  fees.  Medicare  and  Medicaid  payments, 
and  33ne  funds  available  from  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Division  of  Public  Health.  VJhile  it  must  of  necessity 
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set  a  charge  for  services  other  than  the  free  preschool 
clinics  and  other  free  clinic  services,  the  services  of  the 
Council  are  available  to  evervone,  regardless  of  ability  to 
pay  the  charge. 

Our  nurses  during  the  year  197^  were  Mrs.  Gertrude  Clark, 
R.N.  of  Grafton,  and  Mrs.  Toni  Sadowsky,  R.N.  of  West 
Lebanon.  Mrs.  Sadovsky  will  leave  at  the  end  of  January, 
1976  and  will  be  replaced  bv  Mrs.  Susan  Schleick  of  West 
Canaan,  ^!^s.  Sharron  VJherler,  of  Enfield,  is  in  charge  of 
all  administrative  detail  of  the  Council  and  of  its  clinics. 
The  Council  is  governed  by  a  volunteer  board  of  directors 
elected  from  the  five  towns,  and  its  medical  Dolicies  and 
practices  are  supervised  by  a  Medical  Advisory  Board  of 
area  physicians  and  nurses  as  well  as  several  volunteers. 
The  Council  maintains  its  office  at  Mascoma  alley  Regional 
High  School,  with  its  own  telephone  (632-723h).  It  is 
heavily  dependent  on,  and  most  grateful  to,  the  School 
and  to  the  Methodist  Churchs  of  Canaan  ard  Enfield,  which 
provide  space  for  clinics  and  meetings.  A  pamphlet 
describing  the  Council's  work  and  services  is  available  on 
request.   Its  monthly  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and 
visitors  and  volunteers  are  welcomed.

Sharing  Funds  for  the  Town  of  Enfield,  New  Hampshire,  includ- 
ing statements  of  Revenue,  Appropriations,  Encumbrances, 
Payments  and  Available  Unobligated  Funds  for  the  year  191^ • 
Our  examinations  were  made  in  accordance  with  accepted  audit- 
ing principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  preceeding 
years,  and  accordingly,  included  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  other  auditing  procedures  we  considered  necessary 
during  the  examination.  Adjusting  entries  made  in  the  books 
of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  j3oard  of  Selectmen  to  properly 
classify  expenditures  were  not  included  in  the  preliminary 
Comparative  Statement  of  Appropriations,  but  are  contained  in 

the  final  statements  of  the  town. 

In  our  opinion,  the  records  and  statements  presented  to  us, 
as  ad  lusted,  fairly  represent  an  accurate  account  of  finan- 
cial condition  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1975.

The  Commission 
appreciates  very  much  the  efforts  of  Arthur  Demers  in 
coordinating  our  ski  "orogram  and  making  it  such  a  success. 

Our  summer  program  was  again  directed  by  £etsy  Christy 
who  was  ably  assisted  by  Jan  Dunn,  in  charge  of  crafts,  and 
Charles  Stone,  who  supervised  the  youth  corp.  workers  in 
our  program.   There  were  over  120  children  registered  in 
the  playground  and  swimming  programs.
